Copenhagen, Dec. 8 (AP).—Neu­ 
tral .ships Eh the Baltic hastily be­

Harrisburg;, Dec. 8 (APL—A vet­ 
eran of 38 years’ service in the Army 
medical corps today began to line 
up every physician in Pennsylvania 
for a battle against tuberculosis. 
Major General Charles R. Reyn­ 
olds, retired rurgeon-general of the 
Army, was appointed Thursday by 
Secretary of Health John J. Shaw 
as director of the newly-created bu­ 
reau of tuberculosis. 
Of his plans for the anti-tubercu­ 
losis drive, he said: 
“It will be medicine’s program. 
We want every practicing physician 
in the state to recognize the im­ 
portance of early discovery of tu­ 
berculosis cases. 
We want to get 
after the. early cases.” 
Backed by the advisory committee 
on tuberculosis control—a group of 
state 
hospital officials and 
rep­ 
resentatives of the state medical so­ 
ciety and interested lay organiza­ 
tions—Reynolds announced the cam­ 
paigners will try to get better fa­ 


cilities for the state's big tubercu­ 
losis clinics. 
“Another feature I; extension of 
health surveys of school children. 
Leachers* college students and other 
groups, probably In Industrial or­ 
ganizations, too,” he added. 
Doctor Shaw, in announcing Reyn­ 
o ld s’ appointment at a meeting of 
hospital leaders In Philadelphia, said 
that “because of the terrific growth 
in the tubercular situation in this 
state, I want a top-notch juan for 
this job.” 
Reynolds served in the Philippines 
and Haw’aii before the W'orld war. 
In the A.E.F., he was chief surgeon 
of, successively, the 77th Division, 
the Sixth corps, and the 2nd Army. 
He was commandant of the Army 
medical field service school at Car­ 
lisle from 1923 until 1931, then had 
four years as chief surgeon of the 
second corps area, at Governor’s 
Island. New York, before his four- 
year term as surgeon-general of the 
Army.
